‘fhe disasters to transports have 
been infrequent during the war when 
compared. with the great masses of 
troops, particularly of British, that 
have been transported. Aside from 
the Am transport Antilles, tor- 
pedoed last r, there are records 
of eight British transports sunk, two 
French, one Italian, and one Russian. 

The British Arcadian was sunk on 
’ April 15, 1917, in the eastern Medi- 
terranean, with a loss of 279 of those 
on board, including 19 army officers. 
Other British troopships lost include 
these: Ramazan, Sept. 19, 1915; Mar- 
quette, Oct. 26, 1915; Franconia, Oct. 
1916; Crossbill, Oct. 11, 1916; Sedek,

the steady flow of men and munitio 
for our own armies and food supplies 
for the allies.
